This letter is a formal request for your office to initiate an investigation regarding 
the following alleged criminal matters, which are supported by a wide range of 
documentation: 


1. From 1976 to the present, Jewish Hospital of Cincinnati has verified a non- 
existent medical residency for Dr. Edward A^Patrick, of Cincinnati and Union, 
Kentucky. The hospital has done so despite being aware that Dr. Patrick never 
participated in any medical residency program at the hospital. 


The hospital has repeatedly verified this non-existent medical residency to multiple 
state medical boards, the American Medical Association, and to numerous 
employers, allowing Patrick to obtain medical licenses and to practice medicine in 
Ohio and other states. Dr. Patrick currently holds active medical licenses in seven 
states; five of his state medical licenses and his board certification list false dates of 
birth which shave ten years off his actual age. 


2. Dr. Henry A eimlich an d| [w hile employed by Jewish 

Hospital, submitted false affidavits dated Nhvember 5, 1976 to the State Medical 
Board of Ohio stating that Dr. Patrick had been practicing medicine at Jewish 
Hospital for the previous 1-1/2 years. These affidavits allowed Dr. Patrick to obtain 
his Ohio state medical license on December 29, 1976, a license he has maintained to 
the present

At the time they signed these affidavits, Drs. Heimlich and| 

that Dr. Patrick had never practiced medicine at Jewish Hospital, that he did not 
possess any state medical license during most of the 1-1/2 year period described in 
the affidavits, that Dr. Patrick was not a member of the hospital’s residency 
program, and that Dr. Patrick had gained access to Jewish Hospital not as a 
physician, but as primary investigator on National Science Foundation grant #ENG- 
7404118. This was an engineering grant run through the electrical engineering 
department of Purdue University. Throughout this entire period. Dr. Patrick was 
fully employed as a professor of electrical engineering at Pardoe University, West 
Lafayette, Indiana, a three-hour drive from Cincinnati.

Patrick’s actual activities in Jewish Hospital since Dr. Heimlich helped arrange Dr. 
Patrick’s NSF grant project at the hospital. 


3. Dr. Edward A. Patrick may have been illegally handling patients in Jewish 
Hospital in 1975 and 1976. Dr. Patrick has published a case description in which he 
admits having handled a paralyzed stroke victim in the hospital. If Dr. Patrick 
caused bodily harm or death to patients, the fabricated residency may have been an 
attempt to cover-up the matter. 


4. Dr. Edward A Patrick submitted false documents, including a sworn affidavit, in 
his 1976 application for a medical license to the State Medical Board of Ohio. Along 
with the false Jewish Hospital residency, which he has claimed on six state medical 
license applications, which are sworn documents, he has claimed a variety of other 
false medical residencies. 
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5. The Health Alliance of Cincinnati, the parent organization of Jewish Hospital, 
was made aware of these issues on August 28, 2002, and apparently has refused to 
take any action or to report what may be criminal activities to law enforcement 

authorities. Upon being notifie d of these concerns, 

moved Dr. Patrick’s file from Jewish Hospital to the 

offices of the Health Alliance where it is being kept under keypad security.

These 
matters were also brought to the attention of [ Assistant Ohio 

Attorney General, who has similarly failed to take action. Additional information 
regarding these complaints can be provided to your office. 
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Dr. Patrick’s bogus residency came to light as a result of looking at a wide range of 
fraudulent activities which he has been involved in with Dr. Heimlich. Additional 
information and substantiating documentation may be found in the “Credentials” 
section of the following complaint, dated September 8, 2003, which may be found at:

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I received your e-mail of September 12, 2003. 


You were copied on two complaints dated September 8, 2003, regarding medical 
residencies claimed by Edward A. Patrick, MD. 

As you know, beginning on August 28, 2002, the Health Alliance was informed of 
these dubious residencies. More than a year has passed since then. It is nuclear 
whether any action has been taken besides moving Dr. Patrick’s file from Jewish 
Hospital to the Health Alliance. 

Since the Health Alliance wns informed last year: 

1. Jewish Hospital continues to verily that Dr. Patrick completed a full calendar 
year Surgery I residency. Evidence indicates that this residency may be fraudulent. 
Dr. Patrick’s only connection to Jewish Hospital was that he was collecting research 
data for a National Science Foundation engineering grant. Nevertheless, the surgery 
residency has been verified by Jewish Hospital since 1976, allowing Patrick to 
obtain medical licenses in multiple states. This claimed residency may also have 
been used by Dr. Patrick to obtain board certification by the American Board of 
Emergency Medicine. 

2. Another edition of the American Board of Medical Specialties directory has been 
published and Dr. Patrick’s entry continues to list a non-existent two-year 
University of Cincinnati Emergency Medicine residency. 

Of additional conce rn are two affidavits signed by Drs. Henry J. Heimlich and | | 

dated November 5, 1976. As you are aware, these affidavits were 

provided to the State Medical Board of Ohio and allowed Dr. Patrick to obtain his 
Ohio state medical license, which he has maintained since 1976. Jewish Hospital also 
verified Patrick’s residency to the American Medical Association, a primary 
verification source. 
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If the Jewish Hospital residency is illegitimate, these may be criminal matters. When 
you were informed last year, you may have bad a duty to report these matters to the 
appropriate authorities. 

It should also be noted that repeated complaints by multipie parties regarding Dr. 
Patrick’s credentials and related issues have been submitted to the State Medical 
Board of Ohio, who have similarly refused to take action despite being made aware 
that Dr. Patrick’s residency may have been acquired illegally. 

If the Health Alliance and other agencies are unwilling to address these issues, 
perhaps they are best handled by law enforcement authorities in the seven states 
where Dr. Patrick is licensed, including Ohio, as well as federal law enforcement 
authorities. 

I have one question and I would appreciate your reply. Does the Health Alliance 
verify that Dr. Edward A. Patrick completed a full-year surgery residency at Jewish 
Hospital? 

Thank you for your attention to my concerns. I look forward to your response so 
that I may know how to proceed.
